All 
sects agree as. to the fourfold source of their 
religion and law, which is.the Koran, the 
traditions of Mohamed, the concordance of his 
early disciples, and analogy. Thus, in view of 
the harmony which unites the four. sects, the 
labour of. embodying their'tenets into a code 
will be both lightand afford, in the event of a 
happy issue, general. satisfaction amongst the 
adherents to thé four sects in Egypt, We must

PROGRESS OF AMERICAN SCHEME. 


(From our* CoRRESPONDENT.) 


Jerusalem, Oct. 12; 

Considerable interest is keing taken in Pales- 
tine in the scheme of an American company to 
export the waters of the Jordan River \to the 
United States to serve for baptismal andother 
religious purposes. : 

Colonel Nadand, the president of the Inter- 
national River Jordan Waters Company, has 
been at the Jordan for the last fortnight with 
a staff of 20 men, who are busily engaged in 
boiling, filtezing, and disintecting 60,000 kilos. 
(equalling thirty tons) of river water. The 
water is being placed in barrels of 600 kilos. 
capacity, and each barrel has to be thoroughly 
cleaned and steamed inside with boiling water 
and sods, then washed again with a disinfac- 
tant in order to kill what germs may lark in 
the wool, 

The greatest precautions are being taken to 

ensure the absolute purity of the water, which, 
I am assured by Colonel Nadand, will reach 
the consumer in as pure.a condition, if not 
as fresh, as spring water. He te!ls-me that, if 
need be, it may be drank by a baby with 
perfect safety. 
- Every barrelof the water willbe sealed by 
the seal of the American Consul at Jerusalem, 
under his supervision at the Jordan, also 
under the sapervisjon of a Turkish soldier, 
and.of the Patriarch of Jerusalem, who will be 
reprerented by a monk sent here from St. 
John’s. Convent, near the Jordan. The seal of 
each karrel will only be broken as it is 
used in New Work City, U.S.A., in a Govern- 
ment warehouse, by an authorized committes, 
and (bottled only under their supervision. 

The company’s camp and working scene at 
the Jordan‘is & great and most anusual sight. 
Natives in charge of large camel*caravans and 
tourists to the Jordan crowd around the camp 
at all hours to. ascertain what it all means,

ST. CYRIL OF ALEXANDRIA. 


In the “Ravae d'Histoire Evclésiastique” 
Pére Jos ahé prints an article upon ‘Les 
Anathématismes de Saint Cyrille d’Alexandrie 
et les Evéques Crientanx da - patriarchat 
d’Antioche.” This essay is of much interest 
to stadents of the history of Egyptian Chris- 
tianity. Asia well known, this treatise of Cyril’s 
was in opposition to the doctrines ot Nestorius 
and was a polemical production of the Alex- 
andrian theologian preliminary® to the cele- 
brated Charch Council at Ephesus. The Ana- 
themata were forwarded to Antioch,to the 
prelates there and oreated such stirring lite- 
rary effasions in reply, that Cyril harriedly 
composei a series of Apologies in atswer to 
the remonstrances addressed to him. This 
second treatise Father Mahé considers was 
compesed and circulated previous to the 
Epheaus Council Meeting. He gives a new 
edition with ample commentary of Cyril's 
work.

EGYPTIAN EDUCATION. 


THE UNIVERSITY SCHEME. 


(FroM a CORRESPONDENT). 


(Conclusion.) 


What the edocation reformers ask for ia 
the study’of ‘‘Arabio and European literature, 
sciences, philosophy, and history.” Could not 
the Education Department provide this ?- The 
mistake tlie Government have made is to 
reduce the years in the Secondary scliool from 
three to two: students will not be prepared to 
enter the advanced secondary schools under 
three years. Let the Government first restore 
that year. Then, what is to be stadied in the 
alvanced S3condary school ? Apparently the” 
syllabus continues the ssme studies which 
were formerly included: in the third year of the 
old Secondary school, and adds a certain 
number of subjects which are tanght at present 
in the different Higher schools as introductory 
to the more professional subjects there taught. 
The work of the Higher schools is lessened, or 
the subjects now taught in four years are 
spread over five. Apart from that there is 
little change ; and yet here is the material 
ready at hand to fill in soma at least of 
the “gaps.” : 

To revert to the former three years in the 
Secondary aghools: give a Secondary certificate 
to all stadents who pass. an examination at 
the end of that period; allow saccessfal 
stadents either to.enter the Government: ser- 
vice, or proceed to the advanced Secondary 
school. The work in this new school shoold 
odver a period of not less than three years ; in 
this period the subjects of study should be 
arranged in claases; certain subjects should be 
compolsory to all students, others should be 
voluntary, certain subjects beng alternative, 
others according to the foture intentions of 
the student. If the student intends to enter 
& particular higher school he should be obliged 
to take’ certain of the alternative subjects 
apecielly suited as preparatory to.his tatore 
professional studies, but, if the student desires 
simply to enter the Government service, or to 
retire into private life, his choice should be 
less resteipted. At tha end of the three years 
all so students should recsive a diploma 
in arts which would qualify them either to 
enter’ higher professional sghool, or to apply 
for & more important post in'the Government 
service than is open to.a student who has only 
a Secondary certificate. * 

What of the new syllabus? What subjects 
are to be compulsory for all, and what alter- 
native? ‘Arabic and European literatare, 
sciences, philosophy, and history.’ There should 
at any rate be ample room for these, Arabic 
literature must be compulsory, tha very back- 
bone of the whole course of stuly. If Eaglish 
be a study, whether compalsory or alternative, 
attention should be concentrated oa English 
literature rather than on grammar. An account 
of the Constitution of Egypt should certainly 
be given to all atudents, whethor they intend 
to became doctors or merely dilettanti.. It 
passes understanding why this subject is at 
present only taught to lawyers ; such all 
éducated pereons in Egypt should know some- 
thing about the constitation of the country ; 
how othérwiee are Egyptians to understand the 
constitutional changes foreshadowed in Lord 
Cromer’s last Raport? how otherwise are Egyp- 
tians to be prepared to take a larger share in 
the government of the State,’ as we ate given 
to understand by the Native Press is. their 
present desire? History is worth a place 
among the compulsory subjects ; while among 
the voluntary subj.cts mathematics might 
alternate with a special period of history, 
such as that of Rome ; and the natural sciences 
with French or Italian; or political economy, 
or political acience. There are plenty of subjects 
to choose from, each with its own peculiar 
value, and what shonld make the task of the 
Government easier is ‘the fact that-living in 
the archives of the Ministry of Education is a 
syllabus prepared for jast such a school as 
this ;a syllabus which must have been living 
there now for some years ; a syllabus prepared 
by an anthority on education who vated 
that this “gap’) existed and did his best to 
induce the Government to fill it. 

The development of a higher school such 
as this would be the adoption of a system, 
well-understood in France and in Scotland, 
two countries in which education has always 
taken a prominent place in the minds of the 
people. in these countries no’student may pro- 
ceed to-s professional study such as law, until 
he has obtained a diploma ofarts.Itmay be said 
that stddenta would-hesitate to undertake so 
long @ course of study ; that to add yet three 
more years to the student career of a lawyer 
wonld prevent many young Egyptians entering 
the profeasion. Bat Id this not be a 
blessing rather than otherwise’? If the figares 
given by the “Gezette” are correct, no less 
than 100 new students entered thé English 
section of the Law School and fifty the-French 
section. Will there be work’for a continuous 
output of one hundred and fifty qualified law- 
yers a year? It students who have received 
the legal diploma of the School of Law, 
‘cannot find work, will the popnlarity of that 
school continue ? Is there not a serions danger 
in increasing the supply so mach beyond the 
probable demand? I speak more particularly 
of the School of Law since the figures have 
already been made public ; the position of the 
other Professional Schcols may be the same. 
But the School of Law,’at present, occapies a 


special position ; itis the highest school to. 


which students naturally elect to go if they do 
not desire to enter any particular profession, 
but wish to continue their studies a stage 
beyond the present secondary schools. It is 
natural.that this should be so, and the author- 


ities recognise the fact by inclading a pomber j

of what are not strictly legal subjects in the 
course of studies of the School of Law.; anb- 
jectssach ag political economy, political acience, 
and the constitutional history of Bgypt ; 
subjects’ which-I have suggested should form 
& part of the curricolam of the advanced 
secondary schoo), or the school of arti as we 


‘| may call it. 


There does not seem any prima facie 
argoment against the Government itself urider- 
taking to fill this most serious “gap” in the 
education of the young Egyptiar. Private 
enterprise is undoubtedly the best, and pro- 
daces the best moral good ; bat under present 
conditions, private enterprise has an almost 
impossible task to falfil in trying to compete 
with government enterprise. Under the ciroum- 
stances, the Government might give farther 
proof of its broad-mindedness by carrying its 
education system just one step farther, and 
thereby answering the appeal of a very in- 
fluential circle of ita Egyptian subjects, both 
Moslems and Christian. “Our people have . 
came.to the conclusion that its system of 
éiucation is incomplete ;that its limits are too 
narrow ; that it ends too soon !”

NEW EGYPTIAN NATIONALISM. 


MR BLUNT'S VIEWS. 


Under this title Mr. Wilfrid Scawen Blunt 
indicts Lord Ciomer’s Egyptian policy in the 
“Tadependent Review.” Lord Cromer’s “veiled 
Protectorate,” adopted as a compromise be- 
tween Gladstone’s policy of evacuation and 
Hartington’s policy of annexation, was never, 
by its author, so the writer maintains, intended 
to promote the “pradent development of 
Egypt's institutions.” He assertéthat after 
introdacing many reforms widely advertised 
by Lord Milner and other agents in the Press, 
Lord Cromer this year assamed full authority, 
and there came a consequent resurrection of 
Egyptian nationalism. Egypt is becoming con- 
vinced of England’s ill-faith. All retorms are 
now understood as fattening the ox for the 
slaughter, or preparing Egypt for annexation. 
The dread of this on the part of Egyptians is 
legitimate and natural, Mr, Blant thinks, and 
not to. be set. down to the fanatical excesses 
of Pan-Islamism. 

Not Pan-Islamism, 

Of PanIslamism he claims to know more 
than any Englishman. He says :— 

“T know its strength and its weakness. I 
know its fanatical side, and I know its side of 
reform and progress. I know what its value is 
in Arabia, in India, at Constantinople, and 
in the Sahara no less than in Egypt. I have 


terms with several of its chief exponents. 
I sympathise with it, and in its Liberal sense 
I wish it well.. My words, therefore, may have 
weight when I affirm that the current talk 
abont it, as applied to the Egyptian ,move- 
ment, of which at the present moment Mastapha 
Kamel is the most able advocate, is mere 
diplomatic mystification. There is rext to ro 
connection in. reality between the fellahin of 
the Delta and the great fanatical brotherhood 
of the Sahara, the Senoussia, with which the 
French are iv difficulties farther west. Nor are 
the fellahin fanatically affected by any pro- 
paganda from Constantinople. In Egypt there 
is no hatred for religion’s sake either towards 
Christians or Jews as such, or even race 
enmity, except at Alexandria, always a turbu- 
lent half-European city criminally inclined.” 
Home Rule for Egypt. | 
Mr. Blant affirms that there is in Egypt no 
love for the Sultan, but “the man in the jaws 
of the lion calls out to the tiger for help, and 
in the grip of an English ‘officialdom Feypt | 
may well cast her eyes at times in the direc- 
tion of Constantinople.” Bot :—'What Musta- 
pha Kamél and the Nationalists want is Home 
Rale for Egypt under the Ottoman Crown. 
Absolute independence they would perhaps 
prefer, but they look at this for the present as 
too dangerous a freedom,” Of Mustapha Paeha 
Kamel, Mr. Blont bears the following testi-,

hats Mastapha Kamel himeelf I knw him 
personally and I have read a gooddeal that 
be has published, and I have for Biya high 
rospect as an honest and ccnsistent patriot. 
He ia also an astonishingly able man with 
great political insight and’power of e!cquent 
expression. He has been reproached with 
changing his political~connections. But all 


changing conditions, that of gaining for his 
country friends ; that of trying to awake in 
Earope some sympathy with o Jiberal cansa 
worthy of its.assistance ; that of reminding 
Englishmen of their promises so publicly made 
of restoring ‘Egypt to the Egyptians.’ I am 
certain he is worthy of all the help English 
Radical Members of Parliament can give him.” 

Annexation is the logical outcome of Lord 
Cromer’s policy, but that step we cannot take. 
What then can we do ? Mr. Blunt recommends 
us to restore the self-govarnment in Egypt 
which we destroyed in 1882.We can retrace our 
stepe,and begin again with Lord Dafferin’s pro- 
gramme. Mr. Blont ssys that we could establish 
to-morrow a true native Government constitu- 
tionally endowed bat we want a man like Sir 
William Wedderburn to begin it. 

Egyptian Sympathlies for Turkey. 

The “Tribune” devotes a leading article to 
to Mr. Blunt’s article, from which we extract the 
following :— ; 

Mr. Blunt, who certainly knows the Egypt- 
ians a8 few Eoropeans do, assures us that they 
are not fanatical, and indeed there has been 
nothing in their history to arouse fanaticism. 
The movements which we have neually and 
perhaps hastily set down to fanaticism in 
Tarkey have really been the reply. of an alarm- 
ed Torkish minority to the threats of a rebel- 
lious Christian majority. They have sprang 
rather from fear and indignation than from 


. religions excitement. In Egypt there was never 


a rebellious Obristian element, and the Mos- 
lems never dreaded it uprising, Arabi’g move- 
ment was indeed directed partly against the 
rather disreputable Levantine element in the 
Kbedive’s administration, buat still more 
against the Turkish pashas. We do not think 
that the quotations from the baser sort of 
Arabic newspapers, foolish and violent though 
they are, quite support the charge of fanati- 
cism ; and in any event he describes these 
papers as venal and,ephemeral, and makes no 
charge against the important Nationalist or- 
gan, “El Lewa.” What these extracts do prove 
is, however, that in the recent ‘I'sbah dispute 
Egyptian sympathies were certainly with the 
Sultan. It is only by » series of leaps in reason- 
ing that one could conclude from this that the ! 
Egyptians: are religious fanatics so indifferent | 
alike to their cwn interests and to their prospects } 
of freadom as to wish to exchange an Eng!i:h | 
occupstion for direct Turkish rule. The fact’ 
rather is that, finding Lord Cromer a resolifte 
Opponént of their dreams of self-goversment, 
they took their revenge by sympathizing with 
each of his opponents in turn. Mustapha Kamel 
Pasha, for example, op to the Fashoda incider t 


| 
his advocacy hes had the same basis, 
{ 
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and the entente ‘tended to lean on France; he 
now turns as naturally to Tarkey, It is easy to 
censure ; it is harder to realise the desperation 
of patriots who, \despairing of the generosity 
of their conquerors, turn to any foreign Power 
which may perchance aesail us in Our difficult 
and irregular position. The Irish have pasaed 
exactly the same phases of opifiion; they 
were always on the side of E igland’s \enemies, 
not always from any natural, sympathy, bat 
rather by way of taking revenge for our denial 
of their rights. Bat however we explain these 
phases of sentiment and intrigne, the moral is 
clear. We cannot hope to conciliate the Ezyp- 
tians save by redeeming our own promi:e3 and 
conceding their proper claims. We have done 
little for edacetion in Egypt, and nothirg for 
the development of its political capacity. ‘T'o 
create a more democratic school system and a 
modern university —these ought to be the first 
steps. Let us begin to reconcile the talent, which 
undoubtedly exists among the younger generg- 
tion, and we should probably fiod that Mr. 
Blunt’s ideal —the' nationalisation of the civil 
administration—is neither a remote nor a 
dangerous remedy.

Our Obsolete imperial Organisation. 

The unworkable character cf our present 
Imperial organization receives some fresh 
illustration almost every day. he events 
connected with the disastrous intrasion of the 
party politics of this country into the delicate 
and difficult situation in the new South Afti- 
can colonies are still fresh in the public 
recollection. Hardly less unfortunate was the 
result of the ignorant sentimentalist agitation 
of a section of the Honse of Commons which 
led the Imperial Government to attempt to 
interfere in an unjustifiable manner with the 
ordinary powers and prerogatives of the Natal 
Ministry. At the present moment we have tha 
Newfoundland controversy, which brings out 
the same inherent diffisalties of the present 
system, though in a somewhat different aspect. 
Here we have one of the smaliest self-govern- 
ing parts of the Empire passing legislation 
which, though in form domestic, was in sub- 
stance a direct act of retaliation upon a foreign 
State, and was calculated to give rise to 
international complications. This legislation 
was passed without apparently consulting 
either the Imperial Goyernment or the Govern- 
ment of Canada, whose interests are vitally 
affected by the relations of the United States 
to the British Empire. . ~ pashan Ppa 5 
The moral to be drawnfrém the whole incident, 
in fact, as from all such incidents, is not so 
much that any one is to blame as that the 
existing system, workable enough as long as 
the Colonies were outside the range of interna- 
tional politics, is entirely unsuited to modern 
conditions. Some system for effective inter- 
communication and continuous consultation on 
all questions affecting inter-Imperial or foreign 
relations, and for making responsibility and 
power coextensive, needs to be devised and 
substituted for the present unworkable régime 
at the earliest possible moment. (‘Times,”)

The fact is, that it is impossible to have a 
cheap Navy, We are to have economy by all 
means ; but the only method of obtaining a 
tras economy is by the scientific adaptation of 
means to ends, The cbject of the British Navy 
admits of a perfectly simple statement. It is 
to ensure and to maintain British supremacy 
upon the seas. That supremacy can only be 
ensured and maintained by the preservation of 
an absolute: efficiency, and efficiency in man 
and ships can only =be secured by a sea-going 
fleet kept in constant practics, We must 
have the best ships, the best men, the best 
weapons. Not one ot these things is cheap. 
Bat we must also obtain and hold a numerica! 
superiority in sea-going ships ready for war. 
The new scheme directly diminishes that 
superiority. Nor have we only to consider the 
detence of these islands in this regard, The 
defence of the British Empire is the charge of 
the Navy ; and we are to provide against the 
possibility of attack frém more quarters than 
one, at places separated from each other by 
thousands of miles It may be that no ex- 
penditare which the nation could aftord would 
adequately secure the Empire against all con- 
tingencies. But for that resson is it the more 
important that every ship we have should be 
kept efficient, and every man under training 
at sea. (‘Standard.”)

“fhe Army will not reli-h Mr. Haldane’s 
new-fashioned method of virtaally- substituting 
trial by the War Office for trial by court 
martial in the case of the cfli:ers and non 
commissioned officers unfavourably reported 
on by the Stores Commission: It-is not open. to 
controversy that the offisial investigation 
brought to.light wholesale corruption and 
stupidity, more or less permeating all grades 
except the highest, and it ie quite right that 
those personally implicated should reesive 
sharp punishmeut. On that issue, the Army at 
large will be of one mind with Mr. Haldane 
and the Army Council. Bot bearing in mind 
bow-great was the variance in the evidence 
against individuals, justice required that every- 
one under suspicion of malpractices should .be 
allowed a fair opportanity of proving his inno- 
cence. There is an unpleasant look of Star 
Chamber practice in their being tried collective- 
ly by an impalpable tribanal sitting in 
camera, (‘‘Globe.”) 

“Ungraclous Acquittals.” 

We are glad to see that some of the officers 

appear to be honourably acqnitted, but the 


issue of a graded list of degrees of panishment 
ra the style of an administrative paper rather 
than of a jadicial utterance makes the acquit- 
tals ungraciou, while it is not easy to discrimi- 
pate between the degrees.of blame implied in the 
punishments. Important questions of princi le
